TERMINATION OF CERTAIN TRADE AGREEMENT PROCLAMATIONS 

President's Proclamation No. 2895 of June 17, 1950, terminating the proclamations of 
the l’resident relating to the trade agreements previously concluded with the Kingdom of 
Sweden (T. LD. 47785), the Republic of Finland (T. D. 48554), and the Republic of Nicaragua 
(T. bb. 48511) has been issued, 

No rates of duty will be in effect by reason of the proclamations of the President pub- 
lished in T. D.'’s. 47785 and 48554 after June 30 and May 24, 1950, respectively The procla- 
mation published in T. I). 48511 was terminated, insofar as rates of duty are concerned, 
on March 10, 1938 (CT. D. 49401). [T.D. 52505.)

ESCAPE CLAUSE—SWITZERLAND 

The Interdepartmental Frade Agreements Committee called for termination of a 14- 
year-old trade agreement with Switzerland unless the Swiss agree by Oet. 15 to include an 
escape clause in the trade pact. 

The State Department, which made the announcement, said that a note to this effect 
Was delivered to the Swiss Government on Aug. 10. 

sarge imports of Swiss watches, together with the troubles of the Waltham Watch 
Co., Were a major element in the reasoning behind the TAC recommendation. 

If the Swiss fail to agree to inclusion of the escape provisions, the United States duty 
on watches would go up by 30 to 40 per cent at the time that this Government would 
terminate the agreement—Fehb, 10, 1951, Other imported products which would be affected 
by a resulting rise in U. S. duties would be coal tar dyes and colors, millinery, music 
boxes, and machine-made cotton goods, plus some 40 other categories.

Affiliated Customs Brokers

Customs Brokers (Montreal) Limited, it might be well to delve into the 


[* setting forth some of the details concerning the formation of Affiliated 


background leading up to this affiliation. 

In the early stages of highway transportation, the Customs Broker in Mon- 
treal would receive the Customs invoice from his client, prepare what is called 
a sworn-to Customs Entry, then attach the certified cheque for Customs duty 
and/or taxes and forward the complete set of documents to a Customs Broker 
at or near the frontier port of entry for presentation and payment of Customs 
duties—the Customs clearance is then effected and shipment proceeds on to 


final destination. 

As various trucking companies started 
to specialize in the handling of interna- 
tional traffic, the volume of Customs en- 
tries cleared at frontier ports of entry 
progressively almost doubled from year to 
year. It became crystal clear that for 
each Customs entry passed at the frontier, 
there would be one clearance less for the 
inland port. 

The trucking companies operations be- 
came more streamlined and it was possible 
for them to render practically overnight 
service from New York City to Montreal. 
The practice then was employed to have 
the truck driver pick up the Customs MA 
invoices from the supplier with the mer- 
chandise with the result that it was then 
possible to have the Customs entries drawn 
by the Customs Broker at the frontier and 
handled direct without benefit to the Mon- 
treal Customs Broker. This situation car- 
ried on for about two years when the Mon- 
treal Customs Broker, having faced serious 
loss of revenue during this period, decided 
some definite action was required to 
remedy or alleviate this condition. 

In order to compete successfully with 
the Customs Broker stationed at the fron- 
tier (some fifty miles from Montreal), it 
was apparent that an office and organiza- 
tion must operate at the border port of 
entry. This, naturally, presented a prob- 
lem for the majority of the Montreal Cus- 
toms Brokers as it was obviously uneco- 
nomical for each firm to open up an office. 
One or two of the larger firms were de- 
liberating on the advisibility of taking this 
step for self-preservation, but it was felt 
much ill-feeling and resentment might re- 


sult which would disturb the cordial rela- 
tions existing amongst the Montreal firms. 

The idea of forming some sort of co- 
operative germinated, which had much to 
offer, and after several get-togethers it 
was finally decided to incorporate a com- 
pany under the name of Affiliated Customs 
Brokers (Montreal) Limited. The Head 
Office is at Montreal with frontier offices at 
Lacolle, Que., embracing New York Dis- 
trict and at Stanhope, Que., handling Bos- 
ton District. 

The general set-up consists of twenty- 
five shareholders (Customs Brokers in the 
Montreal district exclusively) who have 
elected eight directors. The share struc- 
ture provides that a maximum of five 
shares may be held by any individual firm 
or corporation to ensure that control of 
the enterprise shall not accrue to any 
select group. This method of participation 
was held to be the most equitable. 

The formation of such a corporation was 
without precedent and the fact that it now 
actually exists and functions, bespeaks 
much good-will, toleration and cooperation. 
Each step along the road required to be 
formulated always bearing in mind the re- 
quirements of the group at large. Much 
time and effort were expended by our 
president, Mr. A. R. Bergevin, in obtaining 
a location (which would form another 
story) and the erection of the premises 
comprising our office at the frontier. The 
cooperation and untiring efforts of the 
executive officers with the board have de- 
veloped this project from its initial stages 
of an idea to its present conclusion of a 
going concern.

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MILWAUKEE LOOKS OVERSEAS

ILWAUKEE, the nation’s 13th largest 

city is rapidly becoming more and 
more world trade conscious. Although lo- 
cated far inland, the city is an active lake 
and ocean port served by all types of Great 
Lakes shipping. Fine rail, truck and air 
service ties Milwaukee with nearly all the 
important port cities in North America, 
where direct connections are made with 
the far corners of the globe. Three im- 
portant rail systems and four transcon- 
tinental airlines provide outstanding 
transportation, in addition to excellent 
port facilities, to move internationally 
known products out of this great city to 
the entire world. 

Often referred to as the “Machine Shop 
of America” Milwaukee’s industrial pro- 
duction in 1949 totaled over 1% billion 
dollars. The city’s industry contributes 
much to the world’s export markets, both 
in durable and non-durable types of com- 
modities—especially in construction, elec- 
trical, refrigeration and farm machinery, 
cranes, hoists, and materials handling 
equipment, motorcycles, heavy duty gears, 
reducers, tanks, electrical controls, large 
pipe, machine tools, diesel and gasoline 
engines, automotive and radio parts, malt 
beverages, leather, kitchen equipment, 
housewares and other consumer goods. 

The Foreign Trade Division of the Mil- 
waukee Association of Commerce has long 
been a leader in the promotion of Mil- 
waukee’s world trade and has always 
rendered an extensive service to both old- 
established exporters and new firms who 
show any interest in trading abroad. Un- 
der the guidance of the Foreign Trade 
Committee, whose membership is made up 
of experienced exporters and imvorters as 
well as city and government officials. the 
division annually processes thousands of 
requests for information on Milwaukee 
products and has been particularly help- 
ful to small firms not previously engaged 
in foreign trade. From time to time the 
Foreign Trade Division arranges plant in- 
spection trips and conferences as well as 
complete itineraries for foreign buyers 
visiting the city who are interested in Mil- 
waukee products. 

Throughout the year the Foreign Trade 
Division is consistently cooperating with 
the Export Managers Club of Milwaukee, 
the International Trade Club of Wiscon- 
sin, Inc.. and the Women’s International 
Trade Club in helping to develop pro- 
grams to further the interest of their 
memberships in keeping Milwaukee world 


trade minded. As in many cities World 
Trade Week is annually observed in Mil- 
waukee in an attempt to direct the atten- 
tion of the “man on the street” to the part 
the city plays in world commerce. The 
Milwaukee World Trade Dinner, which 
highlights this observance has in the past 
few years grown to be one of the outstand- 
ing events of its kind in the entire country 
due to the high caliber of the speakers the 
Division has been able to attract. 

Vigorous development of the Port of Mil- 
waukee is headed by a Municipal Harbor 
Commission under the chairmanship of 
Frank H. Ranney, and the active direction 
of the Port Director, Harry C. Brockel, 
who in 1949 served as president of the 
American Association of Port Authorities. 

Milwaukee is outstanding among the 
ports of the Great Lakes for its unusual 
variety of waterborne commerce and 
shipping services. Like other lake ports, 
Milwaukee handles a large volume of bulk 
traffic such as coal and grain, but its com- 
merce is diversified by heavy movements 
of package freight, car ferry traffic, and 
foreign commerce. Milwaukee’s _ port 
facilities and shipping services reflect the 
varied requirements of its diversified port 
commerce, which flows to many ports of 
the United States, Canada, Europe and 
the Caribbean area. 

Milwaukee is the leading car ferry port 
of the world and outranks all other lake 
cities as an ocean port. During 1950, 80 
ocean sailings are scheduled to the pyin- 
cipal ports of France. Germany, the 
British Isles, Holland. Belgium, Norway, 
Sweden, Denmark and Finland. During 
1950, the Port of Milwaukee has handled 
several cargoes consigned all-water via 
the St. Lawrence River to Venezuela. The 
first sailing in history from the Great 
Lakes to the Mediterranean was also load- 
ed at the Port of Milwaukee in June of 
1950, when a Norwegian steamer lifted a 
full cargo of powdered milk for the Ports 
of Naples and Trieste. 

The Port of Milwaukee has the finest 
heavy-lift cargo equipment on the entire 
Great Lakes. The battery of eight cranes 
available at the Milwaukee municipal outer 
harbor, range in capacity from 5 tons to 
90 tons. The Milwaukee port authority 
has just put in service its new 90-ton 
gantry crane—the finest piece of handling 
equipment on the Great Lakes, which acts 
as a magnet to draw heavy-lift cargo from 
a wide territory south, west and north of 
the Port of Milwaukee.

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ARGE government subsidies to commer- 

cial trucks, airlines, buses, and barges 
not only harm the railroads unfairly but 
also increase the burden of the nation's tax- 
payers, Lynne L. White, president of the 
New York, Chicago & St. Louis (Nickel 
Plate) Railroad, declared recently. In an 
address before the Kiwanis Club of Ham- 
mond, Ind., Mr. White emphasized that the 
railroads do not want subsidies for them- 
selves, but do want to be able to compete 
favorably with other methods of transpor- 
tation. 

“Railroad men,” he said, “believe that all 
forms of transportation should compete on 
equal terms; that there should be subsidies 
for none; they believe the trucks, the air- 
lines, the barges should pay their own way 
and stand on their own two feet. 

“In other words, all the railroads are ask- 
ing is a fair field and no favor, and by that 
statement I mean an opportunity to compete 
with other forms of transportation on a 
basis where each is paying all of his costs 
and not passing a substantial part of such 
costs along to the public in the form of 
hidden taxes.” e 

The National Safety Council has an- 
nounced that a special award of honor for 
exceptional service to safety has been con- 
ferred on the Milwaukee Road in connection 
with its centennial anniversary celebration. 
The citation to the railroad states: 

“The Chieago, Milwaukee, St. Paul and 
Pacific Railroad Company has made the 
safety of its employes and passengers a 
primary goal since its founding 100 vears 
ago. Its continuing efforts along this line 
have resulted in an outstanding record and 
consistent improvement in that record. 

“In every yvear since 1928 the emplove 
casualty rate of the Milwaukee Road has 
been substantially below the average rate 
of all Class I railroads. And in 1949 its rate 
not only was 26 per cent better than in 1948 
and 34 per cent better than in 1946, but was 
23 per cent better than the average for all 
Class I railroads. This is an outstanding 
achievement in an industry that is conspicu- 
ously safety conscious.”

Declaring that a “smoothly functioning 
railroad plant is indispensable” to the na- 
tion both in peacetime and wartime, Earl 
B. Smith, vice president and director of 
traffic of General Mills, Inc., stated recently 
that subsidies to competitors of the rail- 
roads in transportation are not only harm- 
ful to the railroads but are unfair to ship- 
pers to whom continued and efficient service 
by railroads is essential. In an address be- 
fore the Southwest Shippers Advisory Board 
at Oklahoma City, Okla., Mr. Smith said 
that all modes of transportation serve a 
useful purpose in the national transporta- 
tion system, but he added:

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


CUSTOMS ADMINISTRATION—The Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means of the House of 
Representatives voted on July 12, 1950, to 
establish a Subcommittee on Customs Ad- 
ministration and Foreign-Trade Zones. Up 
to date, however, the Committee has not 
announced the names of its members who 
will be assigned to serve on this Subcom- 
mittee. It is, therefore, not known whether 
or not the Subcommittee will consider H.R. 
8304, the Customs Simplification Act of 19590. 

TRADE AGREEMENTS—President Tru- 
man issued Proclamation 2895 on June 17, 
1950, to terminate the reciprocal trade 
agreements of the bilateral type which the 
United States had concluded with Finland, 
Nicaragua, and Sweden in 1935 and 1936. 
The agreement with Finland was termi- 
nated as of May 24, 1950; the one with 
Nicaragua as of May 27, 1950; and the one 
with Sweden as of June 30, 1950. These three 
countries are now contracting parties to the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, 
and all three have signed the Annecy Pro- 
tocol to that Agreement. 

AGRICULTURE-IMPORTS ORDER—Leg- 
islation approved by the President author- 
izes the continuation to June 30, 1951, of 
the import controls imposed by Agriculture- 
Imports Order. These controls were sched- 
uled to expire June 30, 1950. Articles listed 
in Appendix A of this Order cannot be im- 
ported into the United States without a 
prior authorization from the Production 
and Marketing Administration of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture. The legislation 
authorizing the continuation of this Order 
specifically exempts from import control 
petroleum and petroleum products, as well 
as coconuts and coconut products, including 
copra and coconut oil. 

FAIR PRACTICE RULES—The Federal 
Trade Commission promulgated fair prac- 
tice rules for the Wholesale Optical I 


Fastener Industry, effective August 16, 1950. 
The rules for the optical industry cover 
eveglasses and eyeglass lenses designed to 
correct or improve eyesight, and frames, 
mountings, parts, and accessories for such 
eveglasses. They do not apply to sun- 
glasses, goxgles designed to protect eyesight, 
contact lenses, precision lenses for tele- 
scopes, binoculars, etc. Rule 4 provides for 
the disclosure of the country of origin of 
covered products which are imported in the 
finished state, or imported in the unfinished 
state and finished in the United States. 

The rules for the slide fastener industry 
apply to firms or organizations manufactur- 
ing, assembling, or distributing and mar- 
keting slide fasteners and parts. Rule 3 
requires the disclosure of the country of 
origin of imported slide fasteners, or parts. 
This rule also makes it an unfair practice 
for any industry member to sell fasteners 
which, even though assembled in this coun- 
try, contain fastener chains of foreign 
manufacture without disclosing the country 
of origin of such chains in all advertise- 
ments and sales promotion literature, and 
by label or tag attached to the product. 

JAPAN—More than 3,000 samples of ar- 
ticles now produced in Japan were recently 
placed on display at SCAP Foreign Trade 
Office in New York, Room 1770, 11 West 42nd 
Street, New York, N. Y. This display in- 
cludes samples of apparel, textiles, bamboo, 
wood products, chemicals, pharmaceuticals, 
ceramic products, foodstuffs, glassware, 
house articles, jewelry and accessories, 
tovs, notions, lacquerware, musical instru- 
ments, optical goods, cameras, sporting 
gzoods, metals, minerals, precision instru- 
ments, paper, rubber manufactures, sewing 
machines, tools, ete. The SCAP office will be 
able to indicate approximate prices and lists 
of suppliers of these articles. The exhibit 
will be on display for some months.

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING 


COPPER TAX—The House of Representa- 
tives passed a resolution on July 17, 1950, 
suspending to June 30, 1951, the import tax 
Which Section 3425 of The Internal Revenue 
Code imposes on copper and certain articles 
containing copper. This Resolution makes 
the suspension retroactive to July 1, 1950. It 
is now in the Senate awaiting action. The 
payment of this import tax was suspended 
by Congress from April 30, 1947, to June 30, 
1950. Prior to the expiration of the suspen- 
sion, attempts were made in Congress to 
continue the suspension beyond June 30th. 
These failed, and the tax was restored on 
July 1, 1950. But many importers expecting 
that suspension would finally be voted by 
Conxress have been putting in bonded ware- 
house copper which has been arriving since 
July ist. 


These were 
revised and distributed, and the Bureau of 
Customs has issued T.D. 52508 to put all the 
regulations promulgated in T.D. 52403 in 
effect as of July 15, 1950. 


IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


DRIED BEANS—On January 27, 1950, In- 
terdepartmental Trade Agreements Commit- 
tee announced supplementary trade agree- 
ment negotiations with Chile to consider 
modification of the rate of duty on dried 
beans, not specially provided for, dutiable 
under paragraph 765, Tariff Act of 1930. 
In return for this concession, Chile had 
suggested that it might lower the duty on 
hops and canned soups imported into Chile 
from the United States. Public hearings on 
these proposals were held on March 9, 1950. 
After appraising the information presented 
at these hearings, the Trade Agreements 
Committee reached the conclusion that no 
action should be taken on these proposals 
at this time. The Chilean Government has 
been notified of this decision. In conse- 
quence, the negotiations have been dropped.

REVENUE ACT OF 1950— 
H. R. 8920 

The NFTC Tax Committee was repre- 
sented at a July hearing of the Senate 
Finance Committee by special counsel who 
submitted NFTC's views on:

COLOMBIAN QUOTA IMPORT 
LICENSING 
Regulation 30, of July 13, 
Colombian Exchange Control Office estab- 
lished a system of advance quota import 
licensing for products in potentially critical 
supply. The new system is tentative, pre- 
liminary to the issuance of new import 
quotas for the second half of 1950, since the 
latter are not expected to be completed until 
late in August. Preliminary thereto, how- 
ever, the import and exchange authorities, 
at the request of Colombian importers, have 
permitted the importation of merchandise 
that may become scarce and unavailable in 
adequate quantities from foreign sources. 
Several hundred items of this character 
are listed under Regulation 30 and may be 
imported in advance of the commercial 
quotas for the second half of 195¢€ in 
amounts up to 20 per cent of the total value 
of import licenses that were granted indi- 
vidual importers in the period January- 
May, 1950. A guarantee deposit of 20 per 
cent of the value of the licenses must be 
made in the Stabilization Fund as a guar- 
antee that at least four-fifths of the value 
of the licenses will be used. Importers have 
until October 30 to use the advance quotas, 
which will, of course, be charged against 
their regular quotas when subsequently 
established. 
Another Regulation of the Colombian 


1950, of the 


Exchange Control Board, No. 28, establishes 
quotas for the importation of machinery 
replacement parts by local industries. Such 
quotas will vary from 1 to 7 per cent, de- 
pending upon the industry, of the value of 
the factory’s machinery as declared on a 
questionnaire previously completed for gov- 
ernment use. It is understood that the new 
quotas may be used through December 20 
and that emergency imports of parts pre- 
viously authorized will not be charged to 
the new quotas on machines, 


NICARAGUAN EXCHANGE-COW- 
TROL PROCEDURE EFFECTIVE 
JULY 12, 1950 


Until September 30, 1950, by an announce- 
ment of the Office of the Comptroller of 
Exchange (Ministry of Economy) of Nica- 
ragua, no import permits will be granted at 
the official rate of 5 cordobas per dollar, the 
so-called “controlled exchange.” Dollar ex« 
change from “exportations in compensa. 
tion,” “certificates of availability,” and 
“capital investment” only may be used t@ 
pay for imports. Previous approval of th 
import application is required. Imports wil 
be limited to articles in import lists 1 and 2 
of May 1949 and to raw materials for indus- 
trial use in import list 4. 

Importers bringing capital into the coun- 
try in the form of merchandise must nego- 
tiate beforehand with banks, drafts in 
amounts equal to the c.if. value of the 
goods. The Comptroller of Exchange will 
not authorize permits for such imports 
until the purchasing bank has advised that 
it has cashed the drafts. 


PERUVIAN SINGLE SURCHARGE 
ON IMPORTS 


Peruvian Decree-law 11424, published on 
July 20 but effective on July 15, has abol- 
ished customs surtaxes on imports inte 
Peru and eliminated the 8 per cent consular 
duty payable at destination by consignees 
on the f.o.b. port-of-shipment value of 
xoods. It has replaced these charges with 
a single surcharge to be collected at all

Peruvian ports uniformly throughout Peru. 
The amount of the latter will'vary with the 
import, from 8% per cent to 22% per cent of 
the c.i.f. value of the goods. However, not 
all tariff classifications are subject to the 
surcharge. 

It is understood that in addition to the 
consular duties payable by importers, the 
other principal charges now consolidated 
ure the unemployment tax, the National 
education tax, and the Santa Corporation 
tax. All imports receiving benefits under 
trade treaties will continue to enjoy prefer- 
ential treatment as long as the treaties 
remain in effect (Article 5) 


EXPORT CONTROLS 

In anticipation of more stringent export 
controls as a result of the present situation, 
the Council, after consultation with its 
Committee on Government Controls and 
Regulations, has sent to the Department of 
Commerce recommendations to assist in 
operations during any reimposition of con- 
trols with the least harm to the American 
ecohomy and the carrying out of trade com- 
mitments by American exporters. A list of 
the recommendations are available upon 
request. 


INDONESIAN EXCHANGE 
REGULATIONS 


Effective June 17, 1950, the Indonesian 
Government has directed that no imports 
will be permitted without the purchase of 
an exchange certificate equivalent to twice 
the c.if. value of the imports, including 
commission. This revision of exchange reg- 
ulations was ordered in an effort to halt 
the smuggling of exports from the country, 
a problem that has developed from the 
failure of exporters to observe exchange 
regulations requiring that exchanyve earned 
from exports be sold to the Foreign Ex- 
change Fund. 

PAYMENT OF PERUVIAN FOREIGN 
EXCHANGE OBLIGATIONS 


The registered outstanding foreign ex- 
chafige obligations incurred by Peru under 
the exchange control system that existed 
prior to December 3, 1948, were officially 
recognized by Decree-law 11,448 of July 14, 
1950, which was published on July 21. Dol- 
lar obligations totaling $5,783,41S8.77 were 
involved. The decree states that, within a 
fourf-vear period, the Government will pro 
vide the importer with soles equivalent to 
the difference between the former official 
rate of 6.50 soles per dollar and the lowest 
monthly average rate (probably 14.25 soles 
per dollar) in the period January-July, 1950 
Peruvian importers may, however, secure

dollar exchange for payment of arrears at 
the current rate in the free market at any 
time. Regulations under this decree con- 
cerning payment will be issued subsequently 
by the Ministry of Finance 


NEW COLOMBIAN CUSTOMS 
TARIFF 

By Decree 2218, published in the “Diario 
Oficial” of Colombia on July 12, the Colom- 
bian Government has revised its customs 
tariff effective as of that date. The revised 
tariff affects several thousand classifications 
of imports but generally reduces the num- 
ber of divisions into which merchandise has 
been classified 

(ioo0ds covered by import licenses granted 
by the Office of Exchange Control before 
the effective date of the new tariff will be 
subject to the payment of customs duties 
und to consumption and exchange taxes in 
effect on the date of the issuance of the 
licenses, Merchandise covered by import 
licenses granted from the effective date of 
Decree 2218 will pay duties established by 
the new tariff schedule. tegardless of the 
date of issuance of the import license, the 
new tariff will apply to merchandise arriv- 
ine at Colombian ports on January 1, 1951, 
und thereafter, 


CUBAN IMPORT REGULATIONS 


With reference to Cuban Decree No. 110 
concerning labeling of packaged and canned 
foods when sold in original packages di- 
rectly to the public, the Cuban Ministry of 
Commerce has informed the American km- 
bussy at Havana that all language on the 
label need not be in Spanish. Only that 
part of the label which describes the prod- 
uct and its application for use need be in 
Spanish. The Minister has also stated that 
a label might repeat in Spanish whatever 
information was provided in English pre- 
viously. 

It has also been reported that the Cuban 
Supreme Court recently declared Decree 91 
of January 14, 1947, regulating the manu- 
facture and sale of drugs and pharmaceu- 
ticals, unconstitutional. It is presumed, 
therefore, that legislation covering these 
products will now revert to the basie Phar- 
macy Law of 1912 and, according to the km- 
hassyv, eliminate temporarily “miscellaneous 
requirements, impositions, and other ob- 
tacles” to the importation and sale of 
pharmaceutical products in Cuba. Basis for 
this decision is that Decree 91 was issued in 
Violation of Article 10 of the Pharmacy Law 
of 1912, providing that for the drafting of 
pharmacy regulations a commission must 
be appointed. Such a commission, it is re-

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 

BELGIUM —New or used postage stamps are admitted to Belgium only in letters. 

BULGARIA—Many varieties of merchandise are subject to import quotas in Bulgaria, 
and persons in that country are not permitted to receive more than the prescribed quanti- 
ties by mail, even as eifts. Therefore, senders are cautioned to assure themselves in ad> 
\anee of mailing Whether the addressees will be permitted to receive the articles which 
they desire to send The importation of postage stamps is restricted in accordance with 
Bulgarian regulations. Versons desiring to send postage stamps should consult the 
addressees to assure compliance with those regulations, 

CANADA—tThe importation of many types of merchandise into Canada is either em 
tirely prohibited or admitted only under quotas administered by the Canadian Department 
of Finance or by special permission of the Department of Trade and Commerce at Ottawa, 

An exception is made in the case of occasional parcels containing gifts not exceedin 
$25 in value for individuals, and parcels containing wedding gifts regardless of value. Su 
parcels are eXempt from the imvort restrictions, if the Canadian customs authorities are 
satisfied that they actually contain gifts as claimed, but the regular Canadian customs 
duty and taxes will be charged on any of the contents of occasional gifts which exceed $6 
in value, and on any tobacco products or advertising matter. 

Before mailing any package or parcel to Canada, senders should ascertain that the 
contents will be admitted, and must endorse the wrapper “Importation into Canada au- 
thorized,” “Bona tide gift,” or “Wedding gift" as the case may be.

CAPE VERDE ISLANDS The weight limit applicable to parcel post packages ad- 
dressed for delivery in the Cape Verde Islands has been increased from 11 pounds to 22 
pounds. 

TRISTAN DA CUNHA—Fffective at once, surface parcel-post service is established to 
the island of Tristan da Cunha. The rate of postage is 26 cents per pound or fraction of a 
pound, and the maximum weight limit is 11 pounds per parcel. 

Each parcel must be accompanied by one copy of customs declaration form 2966, and 
in the case of Commercial parcels one copy of parcel-post sticker form 2922. Parcels may 
be sealed but they cannot be registered or insured, The parcels will be forwarded to the 
Union of South Africa and thence to Tristan da Cunha as opportunity offers.

Carbon paper, oilskins, and similar goods are subject to the conditions 
applicable to such articles for Great Britain. 

YUGOSLAVIA—The importation of postage stamps into Yugoslavia is restricted in 
accordance with Yugoslav regulations. Persons desiring to send postage stamps should 
consult the addressees to assure compliance with those regulations. 

ZANZIBAR AND PEMBA—The postage rates applicable to parcel post packages for 
Zanzibar and Pemba have been increased,

HONG KONG BANKS RAISE MARGIN FOR LETTERS OF CREDIT 

According to an article that appeared in the Financial Times of July 10, 1950 all Hong 
Kong banks, including British, have increased the margin against issuance of letters Of 
credit for imports by an over-all 15 per cent. Whereas the margin had remained sta 
tionary since the end of the Pacific War, the colony's importers now pay from 40 to 45 
per cent of the value of imported goods. Although bankers emphasized that the move 
Was only a precautionary measure, trade circles believed that fears of adverse effects upon 
Far Eastern trade as a result of the Korean conflict mainly influenced the decision.

TRADE WITH E.C.A. COUNTRIES 


The Bureau of the Census, Department of Commerce, announced today that United 
States exports of domestic and foreign merchandise to the participating E.C.A, European 
Program countries, including Turkey, increased from $233.1 million in May to $272.2 million 
in June, a level only slightly above the $263.3 million monthly average for the first quarter 
of 1950 but about 20 per cent below the 1949 monthly average of $339.4 million. Countries 
reflecting the largest increases in exports under this program were Germany which ad- 
vanced from $37.2 million in May to $57.2 million in June and France which rose from 
$25.7 to $37.6 million. Other countries showing noticeable changes in exports from May to 
June under this program were Italy which increased from $34.3 to $39.6 million, Greece 
which rose from $8.4 to $12.6 million, and the United Kingdom which dropped from $29.3 
to $24.4 million. 

United States general imports from the participating E.C.A. European Program coun- 
tries, including Turkey, rose slightly from $83.4 million in May to $86.0 million in June. 
The June value is about 8 per cent above the January-March 1950 monthly average of $79.9 
million and about 23 per cent above the $70.2 million monthly average for 1949. Imports 
from the United Kingdom rose from $23.9 to $27.2 million. Smaller increases and decreases 
occurred in imports from other countries included under this program. [F.T. 951.]

APPENDIX REVISED—BUREAUL OF CUSTOMS—Continued 

185.2 Seope of the Act.—The provisions of the act apply to all milk and cream 
olfered for import into the continental United States. 

185.3 Milk.—Milk is the whole, fresh, clean, lacteal secretion obtained by the complete 
milking of one or more healthy cows, properly fed and kept, excluding that obtained 
within 15 days before and 5 days after calving, or such longer period as may be neces- 
sary to render the milk practically colostrum free. 

185.4 Cream.—Cream is that portion of milk, rich in milk fat, which rises to the sur- 
face of milk on standing or is separated from it by centrifugal force. 

185.8 Pasteurization.—VPasteurization is the process whereby every particle of milk 
or cream is subjected to a temperature not lower than 142° F. for not less than 30 min- 
utes, after which the product is promptly cooled to 50° F. or lower. 

185.9 Shipper.—A shipper is anyone, other than a common carrier, who ships, trans- 
ports, or causes to be shipped or transported into the United States milk or cream owned 
by bim. 

185.10 Administrator. Administrator means the Federal Security Administrator. 

185.11 Commissioner.—Commissioner means the Commissioner of Food and Drugs. 

185.27 Application for Permit.— Application for permit to ship or transport milk or 
cream into the United States shall be made by the actual shipper upon forms prescribed 
by the Administrator. The request for forms of applications for permits should be 
addressed to Commisisoner of Food and Drugs, Food and Drug Administration, Federal 
Security Agency, Washington 25, bD. C. 

185.28 Permit Number.—Each permit issued under this act, including each tempo- 
rary permit, shall bear an individual number. The right to the use of such number is 
restricted solely to the permittee. 

185.29 Form of Tag.——Each container of milk or cream shipped or transported into 
the United States by such permittee shall have firmly attached thereto a tag in the fol- 
lowing form, bearing the required as in clear and legible type:

AMENDMENT OF FOREIGN-TRADE ZONES ACT BY PUBLIC LAW 
566, APPROVED JUNE 17, 1950—CUSTOMS REGULATIONS MODIFIED 


There is quoted below, for your information and guidance, section 3 of the Act 
of June 18, 1934 (19 U.S. C. 81c), relating to foreign trade zones, as amended by Public 
Law No. 566, approved June 17, 1950: 


“Sec. 3. Foreign and domestic merchandise of every description, except such as is 
pr@hibited by law, may, without being subject to the customs laws of the United States, 
exéept as otherwise provided in this Act, be brought into a zone and may be stored, sold, 
exhibited, broken up, repacked, assembled, distributed, sorted, graded, cleaned, mixed 
with foreign or domestic merchandise, or otherwise manipulated, or be manufactured 
exéept as otherwise provided in this Act, and be exported, destroyed, or sent into customs 
territory of the United States therefrom, in the original package or otherwise; but when 
foreign merchandise is so sent from a zone into customs territory of the United States 
it Bhall be subject to the laws and regulations of the United States affecting imported 
merchandise: Provided, that whenever the privilege shall be requested and there has been 
no manipulation or manufacture effecting a change in tariff classification, the collector 
of customs shall take under supervision any lot or part of a lot of foreign merchandise 
in a zone, cause it to be appraised and taxes determined and duties liquidated thereon. 
Merchandise so taken under supervision may be stored, manipulated, or manufactured 
un@er the supervision and regulations prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
whether mixed or manufactured with domestic merchandise or not may, under regulations 
préscribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, be exported or destroyed, or may be sent 
int®O customs territory upon the payment of such liquidated duties and determined taxes 
thereon. If merchandise so taken under supervision has been manipulated or manu- 
factured, such duties and taxes shall be payable on the quantity of such foreign 
meFfchandise used in the manipulation or manufacture of the entered article. Allowance 
shall be made for recoverable and irrecoverable waste; and if recoverable waste is sent 
int® customs territory, it shall be dutiable and taxable in its condition and quantity 
and at its weight at the time of entry. Where two or more products result from the 
maRipulation or manufacture of merchandise in a zone the liquidated duties and deter- 
mimed taxes shall be distributed to the several products in accordance with their relative 
valte at the time of separation with due allowance for waste as provided for above: 
Previded further, That subject to such regulations respecting identity and the safe- 
guarding of the revenue as the Secretary of the Treasury may deem necessary, articles, 
the growth, product, or manufacture of the United States, on which all internal-revenue 
taxes have been paid, if subject thereto, and articles previously imported on which duty 
and/or tax has been paid, or which have been admitted free of duty and tax, may be 
taken into zone from the customs territory of the United States, placed under the super- 
vision of the collector, and whether or not they have been combined with or made part, 
while in such zone, of other articles, may be brought back thereto free of quotas, duty, 
or tax: Provided further, That if in the opinion of the Secretary of the Treasury their 
identity has been lost, such articles not entitled to free entry by reason of noncompliance 
with the requirements made hereunder by the Secretary of the Treasury shall be treated 
when they reenter customs territory of the United States as foreign merchandise under 
the provisions of the tariff and internal-revenue laws in force at that time: Provided 
further, That under the rules and regulations of the controlling Federal agencies, articles 
which have been taken into a zone from customs territory for the sole purpose of exporta-

tion, destruction (except destruction of distilled spirits, wines, and fermented malt liquors), 
or storage shall be considered to be exported for the purpose of— 

“(a) the draw-back, warehousing, and bonding, or any other provisions of the Tariff 
Act of 1930, as amended, and the regulations thereunder; and 

“(b) the statutes and bonds exacted tor the payment of draw-back, refund, or exemp- 
tion from liability for internal-revenue taxes and tor the purposes of the internal-revenue 
laws generally and the regulations thereunder. 

Such a transfer may also be considered an exportation for the purposes of other 
Federal laws insofar as Federal agencies charged with the enforcement of those laws deem 
it advisable. Such articles may not be returned to customs territory for domestic con- 
sumption except where the Foreign-Trade Zones Board deems such return to be in the 
public interest, in which event the articles shall be subject to the provisions of paragraph 
1615 (f) of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended: Provided further, That no operation 
involving any foreign or domestic merchandise brought into a zone which operation 
would be subject to any provision or provisions of section 1807, chapter 15, chapter 16, 
chapter 17, chapter 21, chapter 23, chapter 24, chapter 25, chapter 26, or chapter 32 of 
the Internal Revenue Code if performed in customs territory, or involving the manufacture 
of any article provided for in paragraph 367 or paragraph 368 of the Tariff Act of 1930, 
shall be permitted in a zone except those operations (other than rectification of distilled 
spirits and wines, or the manufacture or production of alcoholic products unfit for 
beverage purposes) which were permissible under this Act prior to July 1, 1949: Provided 
further, That articles produced or manufactured in a zone and exported therefrom shall 
on subsequent importation into the customs territory of the United States be subject to 
the import laws applicable to like articles manufactured in a foreign country, except 
that articles produced or manufactured in a zone exclusively with the use of domestic 
merchandise, the identity of which has been maintained in accordance with the second 
proviso of this section, may, on such importation, be entered as American goods returned.” 
Page 12395. 


The customs regulations relating to foreign trade zones contained in sections 19.29 
to 19.39, inclusive, of the Customs Regulations of 1943, or elsewhere in those regulations, 
will be amended in detail to conform to section 3 of the Act, as amended. Pending such 
cetailed amendment of the customs regulations, the existing regulations shall be 
followed only to the extent to which they are not in conflict with section 3 of the Act 
as amended by Public Law No. 566. [T.D. 52504.]

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—IDENTIFICATION CARDS 
Page 1451 

Part 23, Customs Regulations of 1943 (19 CFR Part 25), is amended by adding a new 
section 23.33 to read as follows: 

23.33 Identification cards.—(a) Each customs employee, other than an officer of the 
Customs Agency Service, who needs identification in the performance of his official 
duties shall be furnished an identification card on customs Form 3133 if the employee 
is required to carry weapons regularly or from time to time. In all other cases customs 
Ferm 3135 shall be used. 

(b) A signed recent photograph (2 x 3% inches) shall be securely affixed with 
glue or other adhesive in the space provided. The signature shall be on the photograph 
itself and shall be written from bottom to top. The official customs seal shall be im- 
pressed on the lower portion of the photograph on each identification card. 

(c) The Commissioner will issue identification cards in appropriate cases to prin- 
cipal field officers. Each principal field officer shall be the issuing officer for the em- 
ployees under his jurisdiction. 

(d) Special identification cards, bearing the facsimile signature of the Secretary 
of the Treasury and counter-signed by the Commissioner, shall be issued to officers of 
the Customs Agency Service. All officers of the Customs Agency Service are authorized 
to carry weapons in the performance of their official duties, and specific authorization 
is therefore omitted from their identification cards. 

(e) Identification cards shali be numbered as issued. Each card issued by the 
Commissioner to a principal officer will be numbered 1 and will start the series of num- 
bers to be maintained in the particular district. Separate series of numbers shall be 
maintained for customs Form 3133, customs Form 3135, and the special identification 
cards issued to officers of the Customs Agency Service. A simple but adequate record 
of identification cards issued shall be maintained by each principal officer. 

(f) Identification cards issued to principal field officers and to officers of the Cus- 
toms Agency Service, when taken up for any reason, shall be transmitted to the Bureau 
| for cancellation and thereafter returned for filing in the respective employees’ personnei 
folders in the field offices. When such cards have been issued by principal field officers 
and are thereafter taken up for any reason, they shall be canceled and placed in the 
tespective employees’ personnel folders in the field offices. (R. S. 161, 251, secs. 581, 
624, 46 Stat. 747, as amended, 759; 5 U. S. C. 22, 19 U. S. C. 66, 1581, 1624.) [T.D. 
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52526.)

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise;

To aceord with an amendment of the foreign quarantine regulations of the United 
States Public Health Service, Federal Security Agency (42 CFR, part 71), published in 
the Federal Register of July 1, 1950 (15 F. R. 4224), Appendix IV, Customs Regulations 
of 1943, as revised by T. D. 52438, is further revised as follows: 

1. Section 71.46 is amended to read as follows: 

71.46 General provision. (n) A vessel or aircraft arriving at a port under the control 
of the United States shall undergo quarantine inspection prior to entry unless: 

(1) In the current vovage the vessel or aircraft has not touched at any port other 
than ports under the control of the United States or ports in Canada, the Islands of 
St. Pierre and Miquelon, Iceland, Greenland, the West Coast of Lower California, Cuba, 
the Bahama Islands, the Canal Zone, or the Bermuda Islands; or 

(2) In the current voyage the vessel or aircraft has received pratique at a port under 
the control of the United States, and since receiving such pratique has not touched at a 
port other than those listed in the preceding subparagraph; or 

(3) The vessel or aircraft possesses a duplicate of a pratique issued at a port in 
Canada or the Canal Zone, provided that since receiving such pratique the vessel or aircraft 
has not touched at ports other than those listed in subparagraph (1) of this paragraph. 

(b) A vessel or aircraft otherwise exempt from inspection under the provisions of 
paragraphs (a) (1) to (3) of this section shall undergo quarantine inspection prior to 
entering a port under the control of the United States if the vessel or aircraft: 

(1) Has aboard a person infected or suspected of being infected with anthrax, 
chickenpox, cholera, dengue, diphtheria, infectious encephalitis, measles, meningococcus 
meningitis, plague, poliomyelitis, psittacosis, scarlet fever, smallpox, streptococcic sore 
throat, typhoid fever, typhus, or yellow fever, or 

(2) Arrives directly from a port where at the time of departure there was present or 
suspected of being present cholera, plague, or yellow fever, or where there was significant 
increase in prevalence of smallpox or typhus at the time the vessel or aircraft touched 
there. 

(ce) Notwithstanding the provisions of paragraphs (a) (2) and (3) of this section a 
vessel or aircraft having received pratique at a port under the control of the United 
States, or possessing a duplicate pratique from Canada or the Canal Zone, shall comply 
with any conditions and carry out any additional measures specified in the pratique.

IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN ANIMALS AND POULTRY INTO THE 
UNITED STATES (EXCEPT FROM MEXICO) 


On April 14, 1950, there was published in the Federal Register (15 F. R. 2108) a notice 
of proposed amendment of the regulations relating to importation of livestock into the 
United States (except from Mexico) (9 CFR, Part 92) under sections 6, 7, 8, and 10 of the 
act of August 30, 1890, as amended (21 U. S. C. 102-105) and section 2 of the act of 
February 2, 1903, as amended (21 U. S. C. 111). After due consideration of all relevant 
material submitted pursuant to the notice and under the authority of said statutory 
provisions, said regulations are hereby amended as follows: 

Page 1504 

1. In § 92.1, the introductory phrase following the heading “Definitions” is hereby 
amended to read as follows: ‘‘Whenever in the regulations in this part the following terms 
are used, unless the context otherwise requires, they shall be construed, respectively, to 
mean:” 

2. Section 92.1 (d) is hereby amended to read as follows: 

(d) Animals. Cattle, sheep, goats, other ruminants, swine, horses, asses, mules, zebras, 
dogs, and poultry. 

3. Section 92.1 is hereby further amended by adding thereto a new paragraph (n) to 
read as follows: 

(n) Poultry. Chickens, ducks, geese, swans, turkeys, pigeons, doves, pheasants, grouse, 
partridges, quail, guinea fowl, and pea fowl, of all ages, including eggs for hatching. 

4. Section 92.2 is hereby amended to read as follows: 

92.2 General prohibition. No person, firm, or corporation shall import or bring into 
the United States any animal except in accordance with the regulations in this part and 
Part 94; nor shall any animal be handled or moved after physical entry into the United 
States and before final release from quarantine or any other form of governmental deten- 
tion except in compliance with such regulations.

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5. Section 92.3 is hereby amended by inserting in paragraph (a) thereof a comma and 
the word “poultry” after the word “ruminants”, 

6. Section 92.4 is hereby amended to read as follows: : 

2.4 Permits for ruminants, swine, and poultry. For ruminants, swine and poultry 
intended for importation from any part of the world except Canada and Mexico, and except 
as provided in § $2.26, the importer shall first obtain from the Bureau a permit in two 
sections. One section will be for presentation to the American consulate in the district 
which includes the port of shipment and the other for presentation to the collector of 
customs at the port of entry specified therein. The animals will be received at the specified 
port on the date prescribed for their arrival or at any time during 3 weeks immediately 
following, after which time the permit shall be void. Animals will not be eligible for 
entry if shipped from any foreign port other than that designated in the permit.

7. Section 92.5 is hereby amended by changing the heading thereof to read “Certificate 
for ruminants, swine, and poultry”, by designating the present provisions of the section as 
paragraph (a) with the heading “Ruminants and swine”, and by adding to the section a 
new paragraph (b) reading as follows: 

(b) Poultry. All poultry, except eggs for hatching, offered for importation from any 
country of the world except Mexico and Canada, shall be accompanied by a certificate 
of a salaried veterinary officer of the national government of the country of origin stating 
that such poultry and their flock or flocks of origin were inspected on the premises of 
origin immediately before the date of movement from such country and that they were 
then found to be free of evidence of pollorum disease (bacillary white diarrhea) and 
other communicable disease; and that as fas as it has been possible to determine they 
were not exposed to any such disease common to poultry during the 60 days immediately 
preceding the date of such movement. Certificates for such poultry 60 days of age or 
older shall also state that the poultry have been kept in the country from which they 
are offered for importation for at least 60 days immediately preceding the date of move- 
ment therefrom and that, as far as it has been possible to determine, no case of European 
fowl pest (fowl plague) or Newcastle disease (avian pneumoencephalitis) occurred in the 
locality or localities where the poultry were Kept during such period. All eggs for hatch- 
ing offered for importation from any part of the world except Mexico and Canada shall be 
accompanied by a certificate of a salaried veterinary officer of the national government 
of the country of origin stating that the flock or flocks of origin were found upon inspec- 
tion to be free from evidence of pullorum disease (bacillary white diarrhea) and other 
communicable disease and that as far as it has been possible to determine such flock or 
flocks were not exposed to any such disease common to poultry during the preceding 
60 days. 

Section 92.8 is hereby amended to read as follows: 

S Inspection at port of entry. Inspection shall be made at the port of entry of all 
horses, ruminants, swine, and poultry offered for importation from any part of the world 
(except Mexico), except as provided in $$ 92.24, 92.25 and 92.29. However, the Chief of 
Rureau may in his discretion waive inspection at the port of entry or provide for inspec- 
tion at some other point with respect to importations from Canada of eggs for hatching, 
newly hatched poultry and poultry consigned to a recognized slaughtering center for 
immediate slaughter. All animals found to be free from communicable disease and not 
to have been exposed thereto shall be admitted subject to the other provisions in this 
part. Animals found to be affected with a communicable disease or to have been exposed 
thereto, shall be refused entry. Ruminants and swine refused entry shali be handled 
thereafter in accordance with the provisions of section 8 of the act of August 30, 1890, or 
quarantined or otherwise disposed, of as the Chief of Bureau may direct. Horses and 
poultry refused entry, unless exported within a time fixed in each case by the Chief of 
Bureau, shall be disposed of as said Chief may direct. Such portions of the transporting 
vessel, and of its cargo, as have been exposed to any such animals or their emanations 
shall be disinfected in such manner as may be considered necessary by the inspector in 
charge at the port of entry, before the cargo is allowed to land. 

9. Section 92.11 is hereby amended by adding thereto a new paragraph (c) to read as 
follows: 

(e) Poultry. Poultry 60 days of age or older from any part of the world except 
Canada and Mexico shall be quarantined for not less than 15 days, counting from the date 
of arrival at the port of entry. During their quarantine, such poultry shall be subject to 
such inspections, disinfections, blood tests, or other tests as may be required by the Chief 
of Bureau to determine their freedom from disease or the infection of disease. Anv other 
poultry may be quarantined at the port of entry for such period as the Chief of Bureau 
may require.

PLANT QUARANTINE IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—EGYPT 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

This revision of the plant quarantine import restrictions of Egypt has been prepared 
for the information of nurserymen, plant quarantine officials, and others interested in the 
exportation of plants and plant products to that country. 

The summary was prepared by Richard Faxon, Division of Foreign Plant Quarantines, 
from material furnished by Mr. Boutros Bassili, Director General of Plant Protection, 
Ministry of Agriculture, Cairo, Egypt. This included a summary in English and the French 
texts of Law No. 61 of 1946 and various Orders of the Ministry of Agriculture. 

The information contained in this circular is believed to be correct and complete up 
to the time of its preparation, but it is not intended to be used independently of, nor as @ 
substitute for, the original texts, and it is not to be considered as legally authoritative. 
The original laws and orders should be consulted for exact texts. [B.E.P.Q. 375, 3rd
